M. Clemenceau refuses to re-consider his decisian to “abanddn 
the Conference. 

The Council of Premiers probably will be succeeded by a Council 
of Ambassadors, which will discuss peace with Turkey, Fiume and 
its future status, and the Russian situation. 

At last night’s session, Signor Nitti, Mr. Lioyd Gedrge, Mr. 
Matsui, and Mr. Wallace took the opportunity of eulogjsing the work 
of M. Clemenceau in behalf of international peace, A memorial was 
presented and entered i in the records of the Peace Conference in the 
following words :—" Mindful of the inestimable ‘services which MM. 
Clemenceau, as President for more than. one, year of the Supreme 
Council of the Peace Conference, has rendered to the cause of Peace, 
and, grateful of the dignity, impartiality and sagacity with which he 
»has conducted our proceedings, we, his colleagues, desire to convey 

gio M. Clemenceau an expression of our unalterable esteem and our 
hope that in a tranquil retirement he may live to see the fruits of 
his incomparable labours for the glory of France and the revived 
prosperity of the world.”. Then the American Envoy expressed to 
M. Clemenceau his admiration and regrets. 

Mr. Lloyd George said :—" It will be the bonour of my life to have 
taken part in this Conference over which so eminent a statesman as 
M. Clemenceau has presided in such aremarkable manner. He 
knows the deep feelings of esteem and udmiration that are shared 
by the whole of my country, und I feel more regret than, I can 
express at the thought that he will-no longer be with us in future.” 

“We shall always‘ remember you,” said M. Nitti, “for what 
you have dene for the cause of humanity ahd for the Entent e,and we 
shall always hold you in most cordial remembrance.” 

Mr. Matsui expressed on behalf of the Marquis Saionji, Chief of 
the Japanese Delegation, the cordial sentiments emphasised by the 
other speakers. 

Thanking his colleagues, M. Clemenceau said : — WwW e have all 
endéavolred here to continue the work of our great soldiers. We 
place above everything else the needs of the Entente. If Great 
__ Britain, the Uoited States,;Italy and Japan remain united thes will 
"forma guarantee of peace far beyond euything that can-be.-place: 
on paper.. If these nations should some day drift apart, I dare not 
predict the misfortunes that may result.”

“One resident stated that he had 
had his rent raised by $10 per 
month in March of last’year, and 
now he is required to pay the 
taxes as well) “ What I should 
like to know,” whe remarked, “is 
whet circumstance has. arisen 
to mecessitate an increase ¢ 
over 20 per cent. in less than 
ayear. It is not even as though 
this property is old and needs 
large sums of money spent on 
tepairs. So far as I can see,

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JAPAN'S POLICY TOWARDS CHINA. 


Yesterday we published the text of a speech just made by Vis- 
count Uchida, the: Foreign Minister of Japan, outlining Japanese 
foreign policy, with especial reference to China and Russia. That 
speech will attract very considerable notice, mainly by reason of the 
fact that it contains another official declaration Tegarding the so- 
called Shantung quéstion. It re-echoes the sentiments ‘recently 
expressed by the Emperor in his Imperial Rescript on the ratifica- 
tion of peace, reiterates Japan's determination to act in relation to 
other countries on the prittciples of right and justice, and refers 
hopefully to future co-operation between the nations of the world 
for the preservation 
future foreign policy on these lines, there is no Teason we know of 
why peace should not be assured the world for very many years, 
for with Japan united with the leading Powers in the West on the 
basis of the League of Nations ideals, no factor should arise to: 
create another great war. Indeed, if there were real co-operation 
towards this end, and « ranolve by all countries to spend their ener- 
gies in the development of the resources of eanh for the common 
good of mankind, any serious upheaval vould become an utter 
impossibility. 

Now. coming to the declarations regarding the future of Kiau- 
chau, which, from our standpoint, represent the really important 
part of the speech, it will have been noticed that there is more than 
one mention of Japan's intention—“determination “is the word used 
—to restore the territory to China. The Government, we are told, 
ig now taking the necessary steps “to transplant their oft-declared 
determination into actual fact.’ 
that Japan does not seek to'get out of her obligation to-return the 
territory to the Chinese, to whom it rightfully belongs. But we do 
wish that there was less talking about it, and more*definite action. 
What actual steps are being taken we do not know, except that we 
have noticed frequent reports of Japan having suggested to China 
thatthe two nations should confer together on the subject, without 
outside interference of any kind. It would seem, however, that 
China is not disposed.to get the question settled in this manner, but 
that she would prefer to have it dealt with by the Council of 
the League of Nations. That fact alone tends to indicate 


‘. either’ that’ China does not altogether. trust Japan, or that 


«She fears that the conditions laid down by~ the Japanese 
may. be unpalatable. The latter, after all, is the real 
point. Japan may be. perfectly willing to restore the terri- 
tory, but only at a price. What that price may be, 
knows. If the’ Japanese Government acts in accordan 
spirit of justice epoken of. by her Foreign Minister, th

THE FRENCH PRESIDENCY. 


The election of the President 
of the French Republic is a 
matter of great interest to all 
Britishers in these days of close 
co-operation and real friendship, 
andthe recent election of M. 
Deschanel as successor to Pre- 
sident Poincare is a subject well 
deserving of a little more atten- 
tion than has so far been given to 
it in Hongkong. It is a little 
difficult to find in the ordinary

He’ became 
Bachelor of Arts in 1872 and was 
made D. L. in 1875, Starting out 
as a literary man he was attach- 
ed to the editorial staff of the

the year‘1877 he joined the staff 
of the Journal des Debats, He 
was the writer of several 
well-known works and among 
the subjects he dealt with 
were the question of Ton- 
kin (1883), the Panama (with 
apreface by M. F. Lesseps) in 
1884, French’ interest in the 
Pacific Ocean (1887), Orators and 
Statesmen (1888), | Women's 
sketches (1889), and essays on 
political philosophy (1889). It 
was in this last-named year that 
€ was made a member of the 
French Academy and also a

His political career was begun in 
1876, when he was Secretary to 
the Minister of the Interior, and 
in 1879 he- was General’ Secre.

CHARACTER JUDGING. 


Notes of a sermon by the Rev. 
J, Kirk Maconachie at Union 
Church on Sunday morning -— 

“With me it is a very small 
thing I should be judged of you, 
or of man's judgment: Yea, 
judge not mine own self. 

For I know nothing against 
myself; yet I am “not thereby 
—— justified but he that jadeeth “tre 


from _ being puffed up by 
it..a true man is sent to his 
knees, with the resolve to come 
nearer to the good opinion which 
hss baen formed of him, and 
temembering always that he has 
to satisfy a higher court. Do 
not stint ‘Tight ul encouragement; 
it is wrong to withold the meed 
of praise. Do not undervalue 
them when they come your own 
way. But be “independent of 
them, not in the poor,’ ‘proud way 
of independence, but in the wise 
and humble fashion which 


is the Lord."-—1 Cor. 4.3—4, 

“St. Paul mentions here the four 
eatimates which are formed re- 
specting every human life and 

character. These are the general 
estimate, the more intimate, the 
personal and the Divine:— 
“Man's judgment,” “judged of 
you,” “I judge not myself," “He 
that judgeth me is the. Lord.” 

4. The general estimate. -This 
is beifig formed as to each of us 
from day to day, an ordeal fram 
which none of us can escape. 
Even if a man‘ tries to hedge 
himself round from his fellow 
creatures he cannot prevent their 
forming some impression about 
him. Or let kim try the other 
method of contealment, which is, 
while moving about freelr, to 
keep behind a mask, he still 


cannot escape. There ig no 


. degree of rough brusqueness nor 
yet of frigid politeness whiclrean 
entirely hide a man away from 
his fellows. or even perpetually 
give them a wholly false impress- 
ion of what he is. Sooner ar 
later, in part if nor altogether, 
what is within cames out, and we 
become known with at anyrate 
some approximation to what we 
are, whether or not that may he 
consistent with what we wish to 
appear. 

True of all. this is particularly 
so of all who profess and cail 
tiemselvés Chiistiars. ° Ye," said 
the Master, “are a city set on an, 
hill." You cannot be hid. and 
while you should ‘not wear your 
heart upon your sleeve, you 
should not try to be hid, for the 
manifestation of Christian char- 
acter is the revealing of Christ, 
Whois the light oftheworld. Whe-. 
ther one will or not, the bearing 
of the Christian name causes a 
man to be observed. Things 
which would pass unnoticed in 
others are remarked in him, often 
in a captious spirit nu doubr. -but 
oftener than we may think in the 
wistful way in which men do 
look to see if there is balm in 
Gilead. 

Bat the burden of my.test is 
that one is not to make 
this vague general estimate 
one’s own standard. You your- 
salf are aware that if your neigh- 
bours knew you better they would 
often judge you differently, They 
might withdraw the nickname in 
which they have failed to hit you 
off: they might modify the 
approval they have come to 
bestow on you. 

There are people who know 
themselves to be. shams, but 
do not’ care so long as 
public, opinion remains deluded. 
There ‘are others who know them- 
selves to be harshly condemned, 
‘and cither fret and fume about it 
or cultivate ar inhuman indiffer- 
ence. But whether humbled or 
exalted’ by the estimate which 
the werld may form of him, a 
wise man knows, that while he 
should give reasonable heed to 
the opinion, itis “a small thing” 
because it is not the 
finally decisive thing, to be 
“judged of man’s judgment.” 

2. The more intimate estimate 
of the inner circle. - “Judged of 
you.” says St. Paul, referring to 
his friends in Corinth, who had 
been associated with him in the 
gospel. They: knew of him what 
“was not known, say by the city 
mob,. by its magistrates, its 
scholars, its pulite society. 
He was. never indifferent 
tothe impression he made upon 
them es a Christian exemplar 
and instructor. Still they could 
easily go’ wrong, divided into 
parties as they were,\and boasting 
of their several adhesions to Paul 
Paul's 
words ara the. weightier bere 
becaus2 -he was not warding of 
criticism but rather depreciating 


.. adulation, as the context shows. 


Members of inner circles not in- 


“ frequently think of one another 


more highly than they ought, 
and as mytext points in that 
direction, my remarks shall 
follow it. : 

One of the advantagcs of having 
a large family circle is that in it 
individuals may be helped to find 
their true level. But.the advant- 
age is lost if the cousinhoo 
developes into a mutual admira- 
tion society, as sometimes hap- 
pens. It isnot enough that tke 
“home circle thinks well of one, 
‘notwithatanding the saying that 
you never know ‘person till you 
live with him. “Neither is ‘it 
, gnough to ‘be praised by friends 
zand fallow workers, whose praise, 
though quite sincere, may go 
ye the Bo far 


hm an. 


belongs to the soul that” Took: 
finally not unto man but unto God. 

3.—The personal estimate. 
“Wea, [ judge not mine own 
self.”. There is a change of tone 
there which shows that the 
writer recognises that a man 
knows-himself as no other man 
can know him. There is an 
intimate, sacred region in 
the simplest soul, known 
only to the sou] itself. . Burns 
advises us always to keep some- 
thing to ourselves we do nat tell 
to any, but we could not tell all 
even if we would. ifonly for the 
reason that language always 
lags behind life. 

There is a man known to you 
who is different from the man 
known in the market, the class 
room, the office; different even 
from him who is familiar in the 
household, the Chureh, the bosom 
friendship. There mint be some 
eye-opening if you were to tellall 
you know of that man, past and 
present—-surprises hoth for the 


betfer and the worse, People 
whose deaths have been premat- 
urely announced have sometimes 
the privilege of re wtheir awa 
biographical notice They must 
be interesting i such cireum- 
stances, but every such réader 
mus: feel asx he reads that if he 
had done it himself it would have 
been done differently.- 

“You and I will never read our 
own biographies, nor, [ trust, 
write them, but if we did 
them we should fee! they were 
records of events rather than 
portraits of ourselves. To See our- 
solves as others sec us would 
doubltess be iuminating, ‘but 
“it would not be the real man, 
only one partial view of him. 

“Who knoweth the mind of a 
“says St. Paul somewhere 
“save the spirit of a man which 
isin him?” Both the debit and 
credit.acedurits of mankind with 
each ofus have not a few false 
entries:” if ‘we fairly examine. 
the books ourselves we shall 
know better than: all outsiders 
how we really stand, 

But the point of my text is that 
no: the most careful self-estimate 
strikes the final balance. “I 
know nothing against myself,” 
writes. the Apostle, “Yet am I 
rot thereby justified.” . It is good 
to have a mind conscious of 
right, but one’s consciousness 
of right depends on one’s con- 
ception of right, which may be 
far wrong; also on one’s know- 
ledge of oneself, which is subject 
as life progresses both to increase 
and correction. 

All of us know more about 
ourselves, body, soul and spirit, 
than we did ten years ago. The 
saving that by the time he is forty 
a‘man is either a fool or a pbysi- 
cian is but a recognition of our 
normal growth in self knowledge; 
yet one may be twice forty and 
still not know all the workings of 
one’s own mind, not to mention 
the depths cf one’s own heart. 
Our self-estimates are revised 
and altered so often that it is 
plain the last word is not to be 
expected from that quarter. Nor 
need it. 

4, The Divine estimate -— “He 
that’ judgeth | me is the Lord.” 
We are come “unto God, the 
judge of all” and He makes no 
mistakes. The man ‘you know 
may pot be the real man, al- 
though much more like him than 
the man your neighbours} know, 
Your acquainitance with “hidden 
man of the. heart’ is very 
partial, but God has searched 
him and known him fully, and 
understands his thoughts even 
afar off. The whole mysterious 
region of the buried life, hidden 
from the keenest self-analysis, is 
an ppen book to Him, , wherein 
are written as completed mem- 
bers all the features of life and 
character which to-us are but 
unperfect substance. The last 
word lies with God, Who alone 
knows” and comprehends com- 
pletely. . 

. What then are we to find in 
this which the Lord's Apostle 
found before us ?,,, A refuge from 
the misjudgments of ‘our neigh- 
pours? A comfort when evil is

|| spoken égainst us | faleely, or even 


if true. ‘unkindly? A support when 
our life is looked at; in a wrong 
light, our ‘work falsely estimated, 
our motives miscénceived? 
That. may be all true in its 
place; but it is not the. 
point bere. The point hers is that 
while a good seport is not to be 
despised, and a good conscience 
is to be striven for, neither of 
these suffices s as our final aim.

It broke 
in the middle part and two 
oat cf the four rounds 
with which, it was loadei 
fell out, Eventually the gun 
man was overpowered and land 
cuffed, A reserve store of 
ammunition, amounting to | 
teen round:, was found tied to

The struggle which Sergt. Me- 
Fall engaged in with his man 
was’ of a shorter duration and 
terminated in the latter -being 
likewise made prisoner. His 
revolver was loaded in five 
chambers, 

Both the prisoners were to-day 

charged hefore Mr. J. R. Wood 
with being in unlawful posscssicn 
of firearms. Sergt. Cockle’s pre- 
soner was. charged also with 
attempting to discharge his ré- 
volver. Both prisoners were re- 
manded until Friday. 
_ An.outcome to this raiding 
incident was the arrest’ of a 
Chinese detective wha took part 
in the raid. He was charged ‘by | 
the keeper of the opium 
divan with stealing two opium 
pipe bowls.,- During the raid 
it is’ alleged that"the man took 
the opportunity, during the gener- 
al panic which ensued, to steal the 
pipe-bow!ls 


Mr. Lyson.who was called upon 
to defend the prisoner, appeared 
in the Police Court to-day, when 
his client Was charged with the 
theft of the pipe-bowls, The case 
was remanded. 


LORD DUNSARXY, 

At the beginning of the war, 
Lord Dunsany was €aptain in 
the ah MRogal. Inniskilling 
Fusiliers. 
of his company to Gallipoli, 
returning safely to Ireland only 
to be wounded in the Dubtin riots. 
For a titne, before returning to 
the front, he was in barracks 
recovering from‘ his ‘wound. In 
Dunsany’s company was Francis 
Ledwidge, the Ivish poet whom 
Dunsany himself discovered. Led- 
widge is of peasant stock, a poet 
of the soil, -and the beauty of 
his lyrics migyt perchance have 
been lost to the world 
had it not been for Dunsany's 
kindiv interest. It was Dunsany 
who wrote the Introduction to 
Ledwidge's first book of verse, 
and in this Introduction is a pas- 
sage which in its summing up of 
Ledwidge sums up Dunsany 
himself, so well that we quote it 
here. “Of pure poetry there ate 
two kinds, that which mirrors the 
beauty of the world in which our 
bodies are, and that which builds 
the more mysterious kingdoms, 
where geogrephy ends and fairy- 
land begins, with gods and heroes 
at war, and the sirens singing” 
still. and Alph going down to the 
darkness from Xanadu. Mr. 
Ledwidge gives us the first kind.” 
And.Lord Dunsany gives us the 
second. + 
a 

If we accept practically the 
truth that the last word lies only 
with God we shall not aim at the 
standard.of conventional respec- 
tability, or even religion, nor yet 
just.to be complacent witb our- 
selves, even our “higher selves,” 
to use, the current expression. 
‘Not to our neighbours, not to 
ourselves, but to our Master do 
wo stand or fall: He “knew what 
was in man,” and iis startling 
to note how much of His activity 
amongst men was devoted to the 
reversal of human judgments, 
yevealing men to themselves and 
to one another as well os revealing 
the "Father'to them all. Ifyou 
would know your brethren, know 
Jesus Christ, for “if we walk in 
the light as He is in the light ne 
have fellowship one withanother.” 

Tf you: would know yourself, 
know Jesus Christ, of Whom one 
said of old what many can say 
to-day, “Come, see a man who 
showed all things thateverI did.” 
Trust notin other men’s ‘good 
conscience; trust only. in: the 


Saviour Who is able to be the |- 


justifier of all who come unto God!

" The’Osaka Shosen Kaisha has 
brought an action against the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha claiming 
Yen 189,916 as compensation for 
loss sustained by the collision of 
the N.Y.K. ss. Tsuruga Maru 
with theOS.K.as. Taihoku Maru 
which occurred at Moji. in- 
February last, and was due, it is 
alleged, to neglect of dury on the 
part of the crew of the Tsuruga 
Maru. Theclaim covers the cost 
of repairs to the.steamer and loss 
of earnings during inactivity. 
MORE PACIFIC SHIPPANG. 

That a number of passenger 
steamers will be placed ou.the 
Tun between Seattle and China 
and Japanis indicated in a report 
made by a former director of the 
United States Shipping Board, 
and now back at the Pacific Mail. 
He recommends that the “Ship- 
ping Board proceed at once with 
the construction of seventy high- 
class cargo. steamers and ten 
smaller, passenger vessels. He 
favours having private companies 
build and operate large, first- 
class passenger ships. A state- 
ment issued. by the Shipping 
Board says: “Within the last 
week the Pacific Coast needs for 
more ships for the Far East were 
called to our attention by a 
delegation.

Ill gross tons, part .of which 
represents privategnvestments in 
ships. Of the number constructed 
during 1910, 1,187, of ‘which 

4,125,430 gross tans Tepresented 
sfa-going “vessels. ineluding 777 
steel ships, of 3.359.888 tons .and 

410 wooden ships pf 768,542 tons. 
During the same ~pe eriod of 1918, 
683 sea-going. ships -of 2,141,540 
tons were built. including .396 
stee] vessels of 1,594,927 tons and 
287 wooden ships of 546/613 tons. 
The increase in steel ships 
accordingly was 381 vessels of 
1,746,961 tons and in wooden 
ships was 123, of , 221,929 tons 
both representing sea-going, 
vessels.

CHINA'S CREDIT SYSTEM. 

It is understood that the efforts 
of the China Association to 
organise British ‘merchants 
against the long-credit system in 
China "“bave practically been 
abandoned, owing to the im- 
posibility of recuring common 
action. 

BANK RECORDS. 

Bankers clearinghouse -opera- 
tions in 1919 aggregated ‘over 
£28,415,000,000 being an increase 
of £7,217,000,000 over the clear- 
ings in 1918, and surpassing all 
‘records, says a London wire of 
January 1. The high cost of raw 
material, the increased price of 

production and the consequent 
greater demand for banking ac- 
commodation partly account for 
the larger turnover. 

RAVAGED FORESTS. 

French forests are suffering not 
only from the ravages of war but 
from destruction by parasitic 
growths. The oak is the mos: 


valuable tree, constituting nearly, 


30 per cent of the forest area. 
This tree seems to suffer 
. especially from the fungus 
QOidium, which appeared in the 
Prevince of Champagne about 
1907, and is exterminating the 
oak in France: Young trees 
particularly coppice shoots of the 
curtent year are inost susceptible 
to attack, though seedlings up to 
ten years of age have been 
destroyed. No remedy has yet 
been discovered. 
NEW BANK FOR TiENTSIN. 
Chinese, French and Japanese 
capitalists propose to open, an 
Industrial Bank in Tientsin. 
The subscribed capital is reported 
to be $4,000,000. Of this amount 
Chinese and Japanese share- 
holders are said to have 
each furnished $1,500,009, the 
French finding the balance of 
$1,000,000. When Baron Okura 
was at Tientsin in December he 
discussed the scherse with Mr. 
Wang Kuoming. The finai ar- 
rangements were signed in 
Peking. Messrs. Chou Tzuecht, 
Wang Kou-ming and Hsu Shik- 
chan have been appointed diree- 
tors, while Japan’ has two repre- 
sentatives on the Board, and 
France one. 
BIG, DEMAND FOR ToYs. | 
Manufacturersexperienced cons 
siderable difficulty in meeting the 
Christmas demand for toys, es- 
pecially of the mechanical type. 
Clockwork engines that could be 
bought before the war for a fev 
shillings now cost about 10s. 6d.. 
dnd there was a limited supply of 
them., The quality, too, of me- 
chanical. toys " was by. no 
means 80 good as in. 1914. 
"Capturing the German" toy 
market,” said the manager of the 
toy department of Messrs. Vick. 
ers recently, “isnot so easy as 
some people think. There are 
many difficulties to get over, and 
this cannot be done in five 
minutes. Acclockwork enginc is 
by no means an casy thing to 
make, and it will be some time 
before the British toy trade is 
firmly established. -In my opin- 
jon there is ro need to fear 
competition from Germany. Our’ 
chief “handicaps are lack of 
material, the difficulty of train- 
ing Jabour, and the impossibility 
of guaranteeing prices for any 
length of time. The public will 
have to be prepared to pay at 
least double as much for toys ex 
before ‘the war." 
CHINA'S SILVER SHURTAGE, 
The problem of China's silver
